All  slaughterhouses  were  visited  during  the  year  by  a  District 
Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,  together  with  a  Public  Health  Inspector.  Items  of  structural 
repair,  or  redecoration,  found  necessary  during  these  visits  were 
made  satisfactory. 

Generally,  the  standard  of  the  licensed  premises  remains  good.

The  continuing  downward  trend  in  the  average  deposit  for  the  Findern 
site  is  encouraging.  On  the  other  hand  the  Drakelow  House  site  figure  of 
14.52  tons  per  square  mile  per  month  has  only  been  surpassed  on  one 
occasion,  1968,  and  must  have  some  bearing  on  complaints  which  were 
received  during  the  year  from  the  neighbouring  authorities  of  Burton-on- 
Trent  County  Borough  and  Tutbury  Rural  District.

For  the  years  for  which  figures  are  available  a  noticeable  downward 
trend  is  evident.  As  the  Power  Stations  have  in  these  years  remained  at 
a  constant  or  increased  output,  the  decrease  in  the  levels  would  seem  to 
be  a  result  of  two  main  factors.  Firstly,  the  adjacent  towns  of  Burton- 
on-Trent  and  Derby  and  the  Urban  '^District  of  Swadlincote  have  pursued 
an  active  policy  of  smoke  control.  Secondly,  the  number  of  industries 
using  solid  fuels  has,  over  this  period,  been  drastically  reduced.
